Bid Gathers Strength. 


WASHINGTON (CP) \— Be- 
hind the fireworks of the U.S. 
presidential campaign there 
lurks the nightmarish possibility 
that come Nov. 5 no one will be 
elected, 


And it could be that the man 
who comes second in the popu- 
lar vote eventually is named 
president. It has happened be- 
fore. 

Perhaps even more amazing 
fs the possibility of a. president 
of one party and a vice-presi- 
dent of another. 

It's the’ candidacy of George 
C. Wallace, segregationist for- 
mer governor of Alabama, 
whose spirited third-party cam- 
paign is attracting amazing re- 
sponse, that threatens break- 
down of the complex U.S. elec- 
tion machinery. 
~ “This horrer has been inherent 
in the electoral system since an 
amendment of 1804, but the 
growing possibility that Wallace 
could keep both Republican 
Richard M. Nixon and Demo- 
crat Hubert Humphrey from 
getting a majority has brought 
new urgency to calls for 
ehange: 

VOTE FOR ‘ELECTORS’ 

Such confusion is possible be- 
cause Americans don’t vote di- 
rectly for the candidate of their 
choice but. for slates of “‘elec- 
tors’’ who, if true to their trust, 
cast their votes as directed. 

Usually the counting of their 
ballots in Washington Jan. 6 is 
but a formality since the winner 
already is known. But if none of 
the candidates has. the neces- 
sary 270 electoral votes, the de- 
cision goes to the House of Rep- 
resentatives with each _ state 
having one vote. 

It is at this juncture that Wal- 
lace, who on -the basis of cur- 
rent polls is expected to get at 
least 20 per cent of the popular 
vote and several state’s elector- 
al votes, could be in a powerful 
bargaining position. 

Most observers. discount the 
content that the fiery little 
right-winger could “‘name”’ the 
next president since neither op- 
ponent. is likely to go far in 
meeting his demands. But any 
appearance of back-room deal- 
ing could have incalculable re- 
percussions in a nation already 
beset by misgivings about some 
of its institutions,

This sug- 
gests the standard is not being de- 
fined by the individual teachers as 
the law states, but rather by policy 
‘dictated from the principal's office.

Mr. David Lewis, the acting 
House leader of the NDP, adopted 
much the same approach; and criti- 
cized- the Speech for its lack of 
action and adventure. Behind all the 
criticism can be felt the frustration 
of the opposition leaders. Primed to 
pounce on any new. departures in 
policy, ready to denounce the adven- 
turous quality which they feared, 
they have been faced with a down- 
to-earth list of necessary housekeep- 
ing, and their prepared cries of out- 
rage have died _aborning. 

The opposition dilemma is rooted 
in the fact that the Conservative and

Trudeau will have proved the,success 
of his personal revolution or’ demon- 
strated a failure to master the intri- 
cacies of practical government. It is 
one of the great gambles in Canada’s 
history—and more Canadians have 
bet on him than on any other party.

The question is one that needs 
fuller investigation at the provin- 
cial level.

Victoria 
trustees who spoke in favor of re- 
taining corporal punishment said al- 
lowances should be made for teach- 
ers who sometimes use the strap_in 
exasperation on a balky student. 
“We have got to accept the fact 
that teachers are human,” ‘he said. 
It might be‘better to-emphasize that 
our children are human too. 


Commission on the Track 


HE TRANSPORT COMMISSION 
made the right decision this 
week when it ordered the CPR not 
to discontinue the passénger service 
on the E and N line until a full study 
has been made. A. number of pro- 
tests have been made against the 
company’s bid to drop the run on 
October 1 and now the affected in- 
dividuals and communities will have 
a chance to air their views. 

There are a number of aspects 
to the problem. The company main- 
tains that the service has nof been 
well patronized and it should not be 
made to continue at a loss. However 
it has been pointed out that the CPR 
was given a large land grant on the 
Island ‘in return for guaranteeing 
provision of transportation. The 
value of timber on the E and N Jands 


was estimated more than a decade. 


ago to be $108 millions. “One of the 
questions to be decided by the Com- 
mission is the extent of the com- 
pany’s legal obligation under the 
original agreement. 

Some of the arguments for re- 
tention of the service are too far- 


fetched to be seriously considered by 
the Commission. The plea that some 
communities would be “isolated” if 
the Island Highway were blocked is 
not a. convincing one in view of 
possible air and sea links. 


Other suggestions deserve more 
serious consideration. It has been 
pointed out that the CPR made 
little effort to advertise the service 
and many people were hardly aware 
of its existence. Tourists especially 
might be encouraged to take the 
scenic ride. 


The present Dayliner timetable 
has also been criticized. Residents of 
up-Island communities would prefer 
to have the run start from Courte- 
nay in the mornings and return at 
night-so that they could shop or do 
business during the day in Nanaimo 
or Victoria. 

And as traffic becomes more con- 
gested on the Island Highway fraz- 
zled motorists’ could turn back to 
the railroad for a more relaxing 
way to travel..“Bring ‘back the rail- 
way” could become a popular cry.

U.S. Candidates: Irrelevant or Confused 


HE United States presidential elec- 

tion’ campaign now is two weeks old 
and the remaining seven weéeks hold 
litte promise of proving more, elevated 
or enhghtening than 
the first two. True; 
there has beer ~one 
unprecedented in- § 
cident of nobility to 
date: A candidate 
publicly retracted a 
charge he had made 
against another can 
didate. This man of 
rare gallantry was 
Governor Spiro 
Agnew of Marylanc 
running for vice-president on Republican 
Richard Nixon’s ticket. He said that 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Hubert Humphrey, of all people, had 
been “‘squishy soft on communism over 
the years.”’* 


Mr. Nixon, who slapped the Com- 
munist abel around freely for his 
eartiest political gains and had been 
paying for it ever since, passed the word 
down the line not to start this sort of 
thing up again. The Republican leaders 
of both Houses of Congress proclaimed 
that there was no evidence. for the 
charge and so Mr. Agnew duly rose at a 
yuiblic meeting and apologized. —— 


Five Somersaults

“Tf I'd known I'd be cast as the Joe 
MeCarthy of 1968, I'd have turned five 
somersaults to avoid saying it,” he said. 
Although the question of his judgment 
remains (Did the governor think his 
statement would invite comparison with 
St. Francis of Assisi? ‘the Washington 
Post asked on Sunday), all candidates 
wil.presumably be treated henceforth as 
equally opposed to the evil men in the 
Kremiin,

Take Vietnam, the one. major issue 
on which Mr. Nixon and Mr.-Hemphrey 
could, if they wished, stake out clear and 
opposing, policies. Neither has done so. 
Mr. Nixon has recited a list of 
administration sins: frittering away its 
military power in piecemeal escalation, 
refusing to take the people into its 
confidence, failure to understand the 
political aspects of the war and delay in 
preparing the South Vienamese to take 
over their own defence. 


In. his -acceptance speech to the 
Republican national convention in Miami 
Beach, Mr. Nixon stressed the latter 
point — ‘“‘de-Americanization” of the war 
~— ay part of his future policy, but -he has 
not returned to it except in reference to 
the failures of the past. 


taking. office mext Jan. 20 could 
jeopardize the incumbent president’s 
conduct of the war and negotiations, but 
his general silence does not help the 
public make its choice. 

Mr. Humphrey has been: less silent. 
He has, in fact, been as loquacious on 
Vietnam as he has on most other 
subjects. But far from stating a policy, 
he has been caught in a. welter of 
statements, contradictions and cross- 
contradictions that has made his entire 
campaign look silly. The pro-Humphrey 
Washington Post noted that “if you are 
going to havea calamity, you should 
have it at the beginning of a campaign,” 
which suggests how desperately the 
Humphrey camp is reaching out for 
consolation. 


Too Many Reversals 


Mr, Humphrey began by suggesting 
that there could be a withdrawal of some 
American troops from Vietman late this 
year, or early next. His remarks. were 
variously taken to be an expression of 
hope, an expectation, or even a 
prediction based on his inside knowledge 
@s vice-president. 

Té certainly wasn't the latter, as 
President Johnson made clear the next 
day in a public speech when he stated 
that ‘‘no man can predict” when such 
withdrawals could take place. 

The incident showed what Mr, 
Humphrey is up against: He is under 
pressure to show himself to be his own 
man on Vietnam, but if he tries it Mr, 
Johnson will undercut him, party can- 
didate or not. Mr, Johnson no longer has 
anything to lose and is concerned with 
nothing but proving to history that he 
was right on Vietnam. 

Humphrey. proceeded to dig further 
into the trap. He stepped off a plane at 
Houston, Texas, and noticed a story tn 
the local paper about the withdrawal of a 


U.S. unit from Vietnam. He went to his 
evening speaking engagement end waved 
the paper in front of the cameras as 
mute evidence that he had been right 2’ 
along. ; 

It later developed that the troop move 
was purely rotational and the unit was 
being replaced. Mr. Humphrey had to 
issue a statement acknowledging this the 
next morning. (His original comment 
had been only an expression of hope, it 
was later explained.) 

More or less simultaneously with all 
this Mr. Humphrey was busy getting 
himself into and (unsuccessfully) out of 
still another controversy over Vietnam. 
He remarked casually that he could have 
accepted the minority plank on Vietnam 
at the party’s Chicago convention, had it 
been passed, But the principal struggte 
at the convention had been between the 
majority plank, pushed by the Johnson- 
Humphrey forces end calling for a halt 
to the bombing of North Vietnam only 
under the most stringent conditiorig, and 
the minority plank, pushed by the 
McCarthy forces and demanding an 
unconditional halt to the bombing. 


Why All the Fuss? 


If Mr. Humphrey could have accepted 
the minority plank, what had all the fuss 
at Chicago been about? Explaining to 
reporters aboard his plane later, he said 
he had not been aware, when he spoke, 
of the extent of the difference between 
the two planks. The reporters present 
say they will never forget their 
astonishment at this unbelievable decla- 


ration by Mr. Humphrey, who later said ~ 


that his statement about the minority 
plank had represented no change in his 
previous position. iy

Simmons, at a press confer- 
ence, suggested two ways that 
more information about the 
phenomenon of natural toler- 
ance and the trophoblast could 
help in future organ trans- 
plants : 

@ Doctors could create & 
“tolerance” in the recipient's 
body before a transplant by 
giving him injections com- 
posed of cellular matter from 
the donor. This tolerance 
would be created the same 
way vaccines create a toler- 
ance’ to diseases such as 
influenza or measles. 


@ Before the transplant, 
the organ to go ‘into a 
recipient's body could ‘be 
coated with the same mucus 
that allows the trophoblast to 
keep the mother’s and the 
embryo's cells separate.

This was more than a blow 
to the Manxmen’s self 
esteem, for their own pop 
pirate station had given the 
island's tourishi a great deal 
of free advertising. 

Radio Caroline North, as 
the pirate was called, could be 
heard over much of the 
British mainland, unlike the 
municipal Manx radio, also a 
commercial station, which is 
forbidden by London to instali 
a transmitter capable of 
reaching the mainland. 

In London the Manx delega- 


tion will again be asking the 
British postmaster-general to 
allow them to install a more 
powerful transmitter. They 
are unlikely to succeed. Apart 
from its ideological objections 
to ‘commercial radio, the 
Labor government in London 
is aware that if it granted the 
Manx request it woukd be 
giving the British record 
companies a base from which 
they could operate over the 
whole of Britain. 

The Manxmen will hardly 
take “a refusal lying down. 
Like the aggrieved citizens of 
one of Ustinov’s fantasy 
states, they will no doubt go 
back to another look at their 
ancient rights enshrined in the 
Tynwald, which they claim is 
an older parliament than 
Westminster itself.

Swedish Youth 


Revolting Too

‘STOCKHOLM — Swedish students are heading 
for revolt this autumn. The particular cause of unrest 
is a reform which the Ministry of Education is pre- 
paring to impose on all universities. 


The change. will deprive 
Swedish undergraduates of 
their time-honored right to 
arrange their studies at will, 
and limit their choice to.a 
certain number of officially- 
approved combinations. of 
courses. This may not affect 
medical and engineering stu- 
dents, who have set curricula, 
but it is likely to disturb those 
in the arts and science 
faculties, who value their 
freedom to read mpre or less 
what subjects they like. 


The idea “behind the reform 
is to supply the Swedish labor 
market with exactly those 
products of higher education 
which it requires. Each new 
curriculum is intended to feed 
a corresponding profession. 
The arts faculties, for ex- 
ample, will be considered 
of teachers, and courses will 
be ‘arranged in order to 
satisfy the specifications of 
the school system. 


Must ‘Specialize 


In other words, students will 
be forced to specialize at the 
outset of their _ university 
careers, and there will be no 
room for the man who wants 
to take this or that subject 
because he likes it, and who is 
willing to let his - future 
profession emerge with time 
after graduation. 

All sections of student opin- 
ion have reacted against what 
they consideft to be regimen- 
tation. Both conservative and 
ultraradical students have 
condemned the change, al- 
though for different reasons. 
The first dislike what they 
call State ‘interference in 
academic freedom; the latter 
accuse big business and high 
finance of buying up the 
universities for their own 
nefarious 

But industrialists have 
strongly criticised the _new 
scheme. Their main objec- 
tions are that it is impossible 
to predict future professional 
requirements, and that re- 
stricted studies could easily 
produce misfits, as well as 
shortages and gluts in differ- 
ent occupations during the 
years tb come. 


Backed By Teachers 


The students have been 
supported by their teachers in 
their attack on the proposed 
reform. “They are quite right 
in protesting’ said Professor 
Gunnar Bjork, an intermnation- 
ally known surgeon, and by no 
means a Leftist. “They are 
fighting against the intrusion 
of bureaucracy. It is the 
greatest danger we have to 
face.” 

Staff and stuients at most 
Swedish universities have 
worked together on -reasoned 
criticism of the new scheme, 
to be presented to the govern- 
ment in the hope of obtaining 
some modifications. 

Students at Gothenburg 
were so incensed, that they 
simply said “No.” 

The most articulate criti 
cism of the reform has come 
from sociology students, who 
say that the direction of 
studies will result in personal- 
ity changes. Their view is 
confirmed by theoreticians of 
the Social Democratic govern- 


gists, ts to create the new 
men for the society of the 
future, a thoroughly Marxist 
point of view. 


Too Many Students 


But the authorities defend 
their actions by saying that 
the rocketing. demands for 
higher education have. necessi- 
tated drastic action.

Granby Tenants Emerging as Landlords 


Joseph MacSween of the 
Montreal bureau of The Ca- 
nadian Press, in this article 
on grassroots Quebec, writes 
of a new, emerging face in 
urban-rural Shefford County. 


By JOSEPH MacSWEEN 


GRANBY, Que. (CP) — The 
priest glanced outside to 
where someyouths ogled his 
snappy sports car. 

“Maturity used to mean sta- 
bility,” he said. “Now it 
means capacity to adapt. Get 
ready for more change.” 

The young Roman Catholic 
clergyman's lively attitude 
seemed typical -of - Quebec 
today. A priestly Pierre El- 
liott Trudeau? He shouted 
with laughter. 

“Education is the key to our 
situation,’ said another au- 
thority, ‘“The* schoot« pépuke> 
tion ‘is leaping. We haven't 
“‘Teached the crest.” 

“We're an American-type 
town,” said Mayor Paul-O. 
Trepanier. “‘We live big. The 
farm people, too, with their 
TV. They look and see and 
think and want.” 


DEMAND FOR CHANGES 


Demand for change is in the 
air in Granby, “princess of 
the Eastern Townships,” and 
surrounding Shefford County 
where the new face of Quebec 
is. emerging in urban-rural 
microcosm. As always, 
change brings spasms. of pain. 

Change embraces not only 
politics and economics but the 
rising and sometimes baffling 
expectations of -youth in an 
age as chaotic here as else- 
where. 

“We-must-help-the-young to 
respect the adults,” said the 
priest, Rev. Andre Gaudreau, 
31. “And we must give them 
some challenge for the future, 
particularly cpportunity in the 
economic field.” 

To the visitor, Shefford is 
an altogether agreeable ex- 
perience only half an-hour -by 
new super-highway from 
Montreal. The big-city bustle 
of Rue Principale, Granby’s 
main street, is offset by broad 
boulevards, peaceful parks 
and splashing fountains. 


GRANBY GROWS 


Granby now counts 34,000 
inhabitants—proprietors ou t- 
numbering tenants—and 81 
“principal” industries, nota- 
bly textiles but including 
many diversified plants, plus 
the biggest milk processor in 
Canada, a co-operative. More 
than 100 Sheftord County 
farmers took in an average of 
$15,500 in income Sast.year, al- 
though the general farm in- 
‘come was "much lower. 

The farms of Shefford, 
which has a population of 
69,550—a little more than one 
per cent of Quebec's total— 
are spread around villages of 
lingering charm with such 
names as Bethany and Bonse- 
cours, Canaan and Khartoum. 
Occasional roadside shrines 
impart serenity. In the dis- 
tance, a farm girl in a sunsuit 
drives a modern tractor. Ayr- 
shire and Holstein cattle 
drowse beside the orchards. 


CITY SLOWS DOWN 

It is hardly a depressed pic- 
ture as the term is generally 
known. Yet Granby itself has 
lost steam in terms of em- 
ployment and construction. It 
has attracted only one major 
industry since 1960. 

Shefford was. one of 14 Que- 
bec constituencies voting Cred- 
itiste in the June 25 federal 
election, cutting into Prime 
Minister Trudeau's victory in 
his native province. 

What are the causes of dis- 
content? Quebec nationalism? 
Is the constitution to blame? 

A reporter on week-long 
rounds heard little about na- 
tionalism or the constitution, 
and nothing of separatism. 
One long-time observer did 
point out that by now it goes 
without saying French-Cana- 
dians demand and expect 
equality.

Dranow and Hoffa were sen- 
tenced to five years in prison for 
conspiracy to milk the Team- 
sters' pension. fund of $25,000,000 


through phony loan applica-| 


tions.

In his suit, Dranow contends 


downs. High taxes. Low 
wages.

The seat had 
been Liveral in the previous 
Parliament. 


LANGUAGE CHANGES 

In conversation, the citizens 

cuss their problems in the 
Same workaday .terms as 
their compatriots outside Que- 
bec, except that,they usually 
Say their piece in French. 
More and more they say it in 
French because the popula- 
tion now is overwhelmingly 
French in this one-time Eng- 
lishlanguage—area. 

French-Canadians with Eng- 
lish names are common in the 
rolling hills of the Eastern 
Townships, settled by United 
Empire Loyalists and often 
described. by such notable 
sons as Premier Daniel John- 
son as a-happy laboratory of 
racial relations. 

Now ‘the French-language 
majority in Shefford is placed 
as high as 96 per cent, though 
the English-speaking group is 
still powerful in industry. 
EDUCATION TOP TOPIC 

The topic of education leaps 
to the lips everywhere in dis- 
cussion of the economic situa- 
tion and’ political protest. A 
jlting analysis last year 
showed that—on 1961 census 
figures—between 60 and 70 
per cent of Shefford’s working 
population had seventh grade 
or less, fifth-grade maximum 
in the case of many farmers. 

The massive ‘report, entitled 
Operation Depart—roughly, 
Operation Takeoff—prepared 
by a committee under Roland 
Gagne, chief editor of the 
daily newspaper La Voix de 
l'Est, said Granby area could 
not attain its potentially bril- 
liant future unless citizens 
achieved the. scholastic and 
professional education needed 
for modern industry. 

In line with its recommen- 
dations, nearly 2,000 adults 
took academic, retraining and 
technical courses fast winter, 
representing about 10 per cent 
of the work force, and the 
number ts expected to. grow to 
5,000 in two or three years. 
Regional high school enrol- 
ment has nearly doubled since 
1963. School construction is 
booming. 

Whatever the promise of the 
future, the report underlined 
the depressing fact that nation- 
al revenue department statis- 
tics published last year 
ranked Granby 85th in aver- 
age wage among 88 towns 
chosen.for special study. 

What is the detailed pic- 
ture? 

PRICE IS ORITICAL

DETROIT (AP)—The-Tigers brought the Ameri-

League pennant to Detroit Tuesday night for the 


first time since 1945. Already assured of the pennant 
when Baltimore Orioles lost to Boston Red Sox, the 
Tigers made it official on their own Tuesday night by 
defeating New York Yankees 2-1. 


The pennant-winning effort 
this year was a colossal pro- 
duction, directed by Mayo 
Smith, produced by Jim 
Campbell and starring Denny 
McLain and a supporting east. 


“We won an awful lot of 
games with guys like Jim 
Price, Dick Tracewski and 
Jon Warren,” said Smith, who 
had a champion in his second 
year as manager. 

Gates Brown, one of’ base- 
ball’s top: pinch hitters this 
year, wrote the basic plot on 
the second day of the season 
when he socked a ninth-inning 


homer to beat the defending 
champion Red Sox 43. 

The win over Boston was 
the start of a nine-game win- 
ning streak, The Tigers 
moved into first place May 10 
and never looked back. 

Campbell, the team's gen- 
eral manager, produced the 
nucleus of the championship 
club with players signed and 
developed by the Detroit or- 
ganization. Of the 25 key play- 
ers, 14. are sole products of 
the Detroit farm system and 
four others were picked up in 
the free-agent draft.

TORONTO (CP) — A new 
@tandardized automobile insur- 
ance policy designed to reduce 
paperwork and lower premiums 
paid by Canadian motorists met 
mixed reactions Tuesday from a 
group of Canadian insurance 
men, 

The new certificate of insur- 
ance, to be issued to motorists 
on their first-policy renewal in 
1969, does not spell out terms of 
coverage, These are to be dis- 
tributed to the policy holder in 
pamphlet form, the annual con- 
ference of the provincial super- 
intendents" of insurance -was 
told. 

F. A. Swain, Manitoba insur- 
ance superintendent, said he 
had reservations about the new 
system since _ policyholders 
might find .ft. more difficult to 
determine the extent of their 
coverage. 

However, Donald Stewart - of 
the Toronto Insurance Buyers’ 
Association, said he had never 
known of a policyholder who 
had read his automobile fnsur- 


paperwork and to pass on sav- 
ings.to the insured.

Transplants Leaving 
Experimental Stage 


By BURL OSBORNE 

NEW YORK (AP)—Trans- 
planting human organs is not 
a perfected art, but it appears 
to. havesbecome an accepted 
clinical treatment—not an ex- 
perimental «long shot—when 
vital organs fail. 

And because doctors around 
the world are becoming less 
reluctant to try transplanta- 
tion, the future for victims of 
irreversible’ heart, liver, kid- 
ney and lung disease appears 
brighter. They have a chance 
to live where none existed be- 
fore. 

Dr. Denton A. Cooley, who 
heads the heart transplant 
team at Houston, Tex., has 
said organ transplant is “‘no , 
longer an experimental ‘proce- 
dure.” 

“For the patient with end- 
stage heart disease, it has be- 
come an effective therapeutic 
measure to prolong and im- 
prove his life.” 


Similar Views 


At the University of Colo- 
rado Medical Centre in Den- 
ver, where kidney transplants 
are done almost every week 
and two dozen liver trans- 
plants have been performed, 
Drs. Thomas E. Starzl and 
Lawrence Brettschneider took 
much, the same view. 

After noting efforts in liver, 
Jung, pancreas and heart 
transplants, they wrote: “‘The 
possibility has never seemed 
brighter of treating patients 
who are dying from isolated 
failure of these organs, be- 
cause the advances made with 
the simpler problem of renal 
(kidney) transplantation can 
probably .be generally ap- 
plied.” 

In California, a medical pro- 
fessor who last spring opposed 
heart transplants now says 
their success has convinced 
him he was wrong. 

Dr. Elliot Corday now says: 
“The transplantation is here.” 

Corday, who teaches at the 
University of* California, Los 
Angeles, is a former president 
of the American College of 
Urged Moratorium 

Debating with Dr. Chris- 
tiaan Barnard last spring in 
Cape Town, South Africa, Cor- 


day—urged—a moratorium -on- 
heart transplants. Barnard 
performed the world's first 
heart transplant. 

Corday said his original ob- 
jection was based on the lack 
of a drug or;other method for 
preventing rejection of the 
transplanted organ. He now 
says this was being solved 
with introduction of ‘antilym- 


Phocyte  globulin—ALG— 
which cuts down the rejection 
tendency. 


About 1,200 kidney trans- 
plants have been performed 
since the first known attempt 
in June, 1950. How many of 
these patients still live is not 
known, but survival of more 
than 12 years has been report- 
ed. 

At the University of Colo- 
rado, 214 kidney transplants 
have been performed since 
1962, with 137 survivors. 

Perhaps more significant is 
a survival rate of about 95 per 
cent among kidney patients 
who have had transplants at 
Denver since mid-1966, when 
improved tchniques of sup- 
pressing rejection were em- 


Technique Broadens 


The lessons learned in kid- 
ney transplants provided the 
foundation for later attempts 
at transplanting the heart, 
liver, lungs, pancreas, spleen 
and thymus. 

Statistics on’ survival are in- 
complete; but what is known 
gives rise to optimism. 
Among heart transplant pa- 
tients, the longest survival 
has. been nine months by Dr. 
Philip Blaiberg, a Cape Town 
dentist. His operation was 
performed by Barnard, who 
had done the first transplant 
at Cape Town a few days ear- 
lier. 

By -contrast, it took years 


“before kidney transplants 


reached the level where doc- 
tors could offer a 50-per-cent 
chance of survival. 

About 30 liver transplants 
are known to have been per- 
formed, al except a hailf- 
dozen in Denver. Perhaps half 
of these were done before im- 
proved methods of organ stor- 
age and immunosuppression 
were developed.

Regardless of the size.or kind 
of tree, all height growth is due 
to cell division which. takes 
place in the tip of a tree in a 
zone no larger than a raindrop, 


while diameter growth results 
from division of cells in a pencil- 


ate @ half-dozen-survivers;in- 
cluding five in Denver. One 
patient lived 13 moriths before 
cancer—which destroyed her 
own liver—spread elsewhere 
and took her life. The new 
liver was functioning well at 
the time. 


Problem Persists 


The Denver team has per- 
formed two spleen trans- 
plants. In the most recent 
case, the new spleen was 
transplanted into a hemophi- 
liac. Doctors reported it was 
alleviating the ‘“‘bleeder” con- 
dition by producing an other- 
wise missing blood clotting 
factor until it ruptured and 
had to be removed. 

Three of 10 lung transplant 
patients survive, and a patient 
who had a thymus transplant 
in 1966 still lives. 

Pancreas transplants aimed 
at controlling diabetes; have 
been. performed on a_ haif- 
dozen patients and four sur 
vive, 


Basic Problems | 


Despite the progress and | 
the optimistic outlook, the 
basic problems, though eased, | 
remain unsolved. These ith- 
clude overcoming the. body’s 
natural tendency to reject the 
new organ, finding ways .to 
store a donor organ until it 
can be imnplanted, finding the 
donor organs to meet the sup- 
ply of potential recipients, and | 
matching tissue so that . the 
chance of rejection is minim- 
ized. 

The development of .ALG 
has been the most significant | 
recent advance in immuno- 
suppression. Obtained from 
horses injected with human 
lymph nodes, spleen and thy- 
mus, ALG not only helps 
dampen the. rejection tend- 
ency but allows. smaller doses 
ot. the  immunosuppressive 
drugs azathioprine—Imuran 
—and prednisone. 


More Surviving 


After the serum was devel- 
oped and put into clinical use 
at the University of Colorado, 
the survival rate for kidney 
transplants after one year 
rose from 70 per cent to bet- 
ter than 90 per cent. 

The problem of providing 
donor organs is complex, with 
problems ranging from supply 
and demand to ethical consid- 
erations. 

It appears that supply, if 
there were no legal or moral 
obstacles standing between 
the potential donor organ and 
the surgery, would not be an 
unsurmountable difficulty. 

The most likely donors 
would be victims of auto acci- 
dents, murders, suicides and 
the like. . 

But often by the time doc- 

tors manage the complex task 
of obtaining family and legal 
approval to remove an organ, 
it has been damaged beyond 
usefulness. 
Doctors must decide when 
the donor patient actually is 
dead. Moving too quickly 
could result in suits or per- 
haps criminal charges.

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Regulations and Land Tax Increases Stifling 


Growth of Badly-Needed Nursery Schools — 


By MAUREEN DUFFUS 


While educators continue to 
emphasize the importance of 
pre-primary instruction, many 
privately operated nursery 
schools are finding themselves 
in financial. difficulties. 

In Victoria, the public 
school system— provides part- 
time_ kindergarten classes for 
approximately 1,800 five-year- 
olds. But parents of at least 
another 600 five-year-olds, and 
all the younger children, must 
seek places for them in 
private nursery schools if the 
children are to have any pre- 
primary training. 

These private nursery 
schools do not come under the 
jurisdiction of the department 
of education. 


WELFARE INSTITUTIONS 


Instead, the department of 
social welfare is responsible 
for licensing and inspecting. 
the schools, along with other 
“welfare institutions,” which 
must conform to a set of 
regulations designed to pro- 
tect the children. 

Unfortunately, as mentioned 
in a previous article, some of 
these regulations make it 
almost impossible for the 
small neighborhood. nursery 
School to operate efficiently 
and profitably. 

Now, larger schools, too, 
are finding it necessary to 
raise fees or close down. 

The owners of one of the 
newest and largest nursery 
schools’ in Western Canada 
have recently spent more than 
$100,000 to* provide a -well- 
designed building attempting 
to conform to all the speci- 
fications of the Welfare Insti- 
tutions Licensing Act. 

But they have had to raise 
fees this year to cover 
expenses. 

The regulations state, for 
example, that “individual cots 
which can be stacked, folded 
or otherwise stored’’ must be 
provided for naps. In other 
words it is no longer legal to 
let the children rest on clean 
mats on the floor. 


EXPENSIVE NAPS 


“These cots cost $12 each, 
and we need a minimum of 
60. I wonder if the department 
of education provides them 
for the public school kinder- 
gartens?” one of the school’s 
owners asked. 


Another expense, almost 
prohibitive for the small 
School, is provision. of “‘one 


toilet and wash basin of 
appropriate size for every 
eight to 10 children.” Also 


required are “individual cub- 
bies or lockers with hooks for 
coats and hats;and space for 
rubbers,” indicating that one 
cloakroom will not pass in- 
spection. 


No one questions the need 
for carefully inspected build- 
ings and qualified supervision 
for pre-school ichildren, 

But most teachers believe 
there is need for review of 
some of the regulations which 
appear unnecessary. 


COT BEFORE CHILD 

“They're putting the cart 
before the horse,”’ one teacher 
said. “Children are more 
important than cots, and a, lot 
of the regulations are irrele- 
vant.” Other teachers felt 
that inspectors used to check- 
ing nursing homes and other 
welfare institutions failed to 
understand the needs of nur- 
sery schools. 

The owners of the large new 
school, which also provides 
day-care facilities, admit they 
are in business, and are not a 
charitable institution. 

“We feel that the only way 
to provide first-class nursery 
school facilities is through 
volume—and higher fees. It 
just, doesn’t work, trying to 
take a few neighborhood chil- 
dren and charging them $15 a 
month. 

“Yes, we made money last 
winter, but we lost money this 
summer. We kept the school 
open as a day-care centre, but 
even with special classes in 
remedial reading, we. hadn't 
enough pupils to cover ex- 
penses. 

RAISE PAYS TAXES 

“We've raised our fées to 
$27.50 a month for half days, 
and to $55 a'month for all day 
care. (Some Vancouver 
schools are having trouble 


even though they're charging~ 


$65.) 

“But the sad thing is that 40 
per cent of this increase goes 
to pay land taxes.” 

This “welfare institution’’ 
fails to qualify for ‘even 
partial exemption, since al- 
though it is “incorporated as 
an institute of learning” regu- 
larly giving to children “‘in- 
struction accepted as equiva- 
lent to that given in the public 
schools,”” it is not ‘wholly in 
use for the purpose of furnish- 
ing such instruction.” 

The operative word is 
“wholly.”’ 

Because they provide much 
needed day-care, the owners 
are penalized to the extent of 
more than $3,000 in taxes. At 
ministerial level, they have 
been told the situation is 
under review, but no informa- 
tion is available as to what 
possible changes may be 
introduced at the next session. 

It is irozée that provision of 
Gay-care centres heads the 
list of suggestions in submis- 
sions to the Royal Commis- 
sion on the Status of Women. 
Government subsidies have 


been urged, but so far in this 
case the government takes 
rather than gives. 

Fee raises also -help in- 
crease teachers’ salaries. 

The school keeps a_ pupil 
teacher ratio of 15 to one, in 
spite of claims that fewer 


pupils per teacher would be | 


more satisfactory. Providing 
a ratio of one teacher to 
every five pupils would, at a 
conservative estimate, shove 
fees up another $5 to $7.50 a 


month, even to pay a -mini- | 


mum wage to assistants. 
FLOATING TEACHER 

“We don’t think the children 
would benefit that much. They 
like to work independently, 
and, frankly, we don’t think 
they need that much more 
supervision. 

“Of course we 
floating teacher

“There again, the small 
private school has the added 
expense of paying an assistant

Teacher Assigns ~ 
Totem Pole Topic

I take the ancient adage 


about the prophet to mean that 


people know least about what is closest to.them. This’ was 


certainly proven by one school teacher the other day. 


She 


decided to give each of her pupils a research assignment. 
One boy on my street was told to prepare a paper on the art 
of the British Cotumbia Indians. He knew nothing about the 
subject end didn’t have the slightest idea where to start. He 
came to me for help because I was the only person he knew. 
who owned any “Indian art," this beingan Eskings soapstone 
carving. He was surprised when I pointed out that the-t6tem 
poles were examples of art and suggested that he try the new 
museum and the library, That either of these places should 
be concerned with “‘art’’ amazed him. 


True, it was the child's 


first research project, and he 


could only Jearn by asking, but bis questions pointed out to 
me how little I knew about the topic myself. I have lived 
right next door to the. art of the British Columbia Indians for 


years, yet I don’t even know 


the names of a dozen tribes! I 


decided to begin my own research project and bought the 


first of three books by S. W 


. A, Gunn, This book fs called 


“Totem Poles of British Columbia—Stanley Park," I decided 


to buy the book, which costs 


$5 cents, because I am hoping 


that if it lies around the house long enough the other 


members of my family wil 


easually pick it up and. learn 


about totems too, As I said this is the first of three books and 
from the titles I would assume more books will follow. The 
second bonk, also 95 cents, és on ““Kwaekiut]? House and Totem 
Poles." The third deals with “Haida Totems in Wood and 
Argiilite.” These books give the historical background of the 
totems and how to read the poles. 


Book Offers Information Bargain 


It occurred to me that since so little is known, even by 
British Columbia residents, about the native culture that 
books on the subject wouki make interesting gifts for my 
studious nephews amd nieces im other parts of the world. 
Government agencies often put out-books on this subject at 


quite a reasonable price. For 


instance, I saw one book for 50 


cents called “Introduction to Our Native Peoples.” This was 
“series one, Volume one,” so I assume there are other books 
out or following.

Many Uses for Hedges

Hedges serve many more 
purpose than to form. protec- 
tion at the boundaries of a 
gardenet's ba 
property. ae 

There are 
the intersting 4 
small hedges, 
short in sta- 
ture and 
shortin & 
length which 
act as di- 
viders or 
accent pieces 
within the 
garden. 

It's fascinating to think that 
these hedgelets, if we may 
coin a word, may be of 
practically any texture and 
color which we may desire. 

We use room .dividers in 


large rooms in order to create 
cozy corners for furniture 
grouping, at the same time 
having the advantage of air 
spaciousness that goes with 
the greater overall dimension. 

Outdoors: a similar use can 
be made of hedgelets to break 
up a flat plot of ground on 
which the gardener visualizes 
a garden unique to his own 
personality. 

An elbow-high hedge six feet 
in length at right angles to a 
house or garage wall would 
indicate the commencement 
of a sitting out area, or it 
might form a little wind 
screen for a specialsshrub or 
a grouping of winter blooming 
bulbs. 

A terrace on a high point of 
the. home property needs a 
boundary to give those using 


it a sense of security. It 
should be waist’ high at the” 
edge, or lower if the view is 
seen most often from a sitting 
position 

Steps on high ground often 
require a small hedge each 
side for the same reason. The 
narrower the steps, the great- 
er the need for re-assurance 
of safety. : 

Variety in texture and color 
can be achieved by selection 
of plant material to suit the 
purpose and location. Shrubs 
with foliage remaining in good 
condition over winter, and 
amenable to perhaps a couple 
of trimmings each year seem 
to me most desirable. 

When only a half dozen or 
so plants are involved, the 
initial expense and the upkeep 
in work is not great.

Rh-Negative 
_ Mothers Can 
Be Helped 


’ By Dr. WALTER C. ALVAREZ 


For a number of years, it

Alvares tive has an 
Rh-positive husband, and she 
gives birth to an Rh-positive 
child, and some, of his blood 
has gotten into her body 
during the pregnancy, it can 
produce in her an ability to 
destroy Rh-positive blood cells 
in an infant. Because this 
change in the woman comes 
very late in the first preg- 
nancy, the first child is not 
likely ‘to be injured, but the 
second and perhaps all later 
children born to the woman 
are likely to suffer from a 
very severe anemia just after 
they are born, 

Now, a socalled fraction I 
gamma globulin has been 
produced—a part of the blood 
which has much to do with 
the processes of the immunity 
of our bodies to attacking 
agencies. When it is injected 
in the Rh-negative mother 
just after her first child is 
born, it keeps her from 
developing in her blood the 
antibodies which can destroy 
the ‘blood of her next child. 
Already this. treatment has- 
reduced the danger to - Rh- 
negative wives of Rh-positive 
husbands from 7 per cent to 
less than 0.1 per cent. It is 
almost certain now with this 
treatment of the mothers, the 
terrible anemias of the second 
and third children, immedi- 
ately after birth, will be a 
thing of the past. 

Drs. V. J. Freda, J. G. 
Gorman and Wm, Pollock of 
New York City told a while 
ago of trying this treatment 
‘on 180 women and getting 
uniformly good results. As 
yet, the doctors do not know 


whether the globulin will 
protect the third or fourth 
child.

Adekunle, commander of the 
3rd Marine Commando Division. 

Federal reports here said the 
Biafrans fought tenaciously for 
OQwerri. Federal troops holding 
Aba, captured 12 days” ago 
were moved in to help hold Ow- 
erri. 

No federal troops were killed 
or wounded, the reports said, 
adding that civilians who had 
fled into the ‘bush are, already 
returning to their homes. 

Radio Biafra said today Rus- 
| sian-built Byushin bombers of 
the federal air force made raids 
on Umuahia, killing five persons 
and destroying several homes. 

Radio Biafra also said the Tl- 
|yushins bombed a village in Ow- 
erri province in what it called 
‘the most dastardly raid of the 
civil war.” A rocket attack on 
the local market place killed 510 
persons and wounded twice as 
many, some seriously, it said.

This will soon pass, but 
since we returned to our 
reasonably modern and 
well-appointed house, we 
have been haunted by a 
sensation that isn’t easy 
to ‘define.

* holiday abode when we hap- 


pened along. We got talking, 
and he revealed that it 
boasted not only a shower but 
a sure-enough bath. Further, 
he added, the bather wasn’t 
required to soak with knees 
bent at a grasshopper angle. 

We went away impressed, 
but not envious. For our part, 
we had about all the comfort 
we could absorb, sitting on 
two chubby tires with rock 
guard hiked up-to permit a 
Picture window view of the 
mainland hills. 

Anyway, it struck us that 
there’s something suspect and 
evén a trifle decadent about 
towing a tub along. the 
highways. A sponge is. so 
mutch lighter! 


* 


What we have is a kitchen 
that can be manipulated with- 
out shifting the feet. Ranged 
across it are a sink fitted with 
a tap for the rare times when 
we are hooked up to piped 
water, and a marine-type 
pump that draws from a 
water-tank when we aren't. 
An. icebox is fitted “with 
shipwright cleverness under 
the three-burner propane 
stove, and next in line is a 
counter. 


The kitchen doubles as a 
drying-room for wet clothes. 
Turn around and you're in the 
living room—done in Danish, 
the ‘makers insist—and on its 
twin settees of upholstered 
foam rubber, six hungry 
people have sat down to dine. 
Come night, it’s a bedroom. 

Guest-room? That too! It 
unfolds to. make a_ sturdy 
overhead shelf, and we used 
to ‘bump our heads on. this 
before caution became in- 
grained. 

That brings up the subject 
of trailer manners, and here 
the keynote is economy of 
movement. It is, for instance, 
very bad form to crowd into 
the kitchen cr- open the 
clothes closet door while the 
cook's at work. Leaving pos- 
sessions scattered about is 
frowned’ on, and if we must 
pass each other, we do so 
with elbows tucked into sides. 

I expect none of these rules 
apply to the fellow whose 
boasting point is his tedious 
bath. No doubt he can stroll 
around his  perambulating 
palace with elbows stuck out 
at right angles. 

But again, for most tratler 
and truck-camper owners, 
comfort will suffice. We don’t 
insist on absokite Juxury. 

The comfort I mentioned is 
the best sort of all, deriving 
as it does from contrast. To 
plumb it, you must come in 
from woods -or waters at 
dark, or maybe even a little 
after. The chances are that 
you will be tired, hungry, and 
like as not in autumn, cold 
clear through. 

Then it’s a wonderful thing 


to open a door, light a 
propane lamp, and set a 
kettle on to boil. Sitting soft, 


warming up with coffee or a 
hot toddy while dinner's cook- 
ing,. you have returned to.a 
very real, if temporary home.

I am not setting these facts 
down for trailer veterans, who 
heed no such reminders. A 
point I'd like to make, though, 
is that the. trailer and its 
truck-mounted. ‘cousin have 
served to.extend the outdoor 
season. a 

The camp we quitted on 
Monday uséd to be bare, after 
mid-September, as\.if' a big 
broom had gone through.
